Candidates differ on tax initiative plans

Taxes are one of the main items 
occupying the minds of the three 
Utah candidates for governor, and 
each has his own ideas on how they 
should be implemented. 

Independent candidate, Merrill 
Cook, is a strong advocate for the 
three tax initiatives on November’s 
ballot, but believes they are only a 
starting place for a tax plan that is 
controlled by the people of the state. 

Cook believes that Initiative A, 
which will limit property taxes to 3/4 
percent of the value of a property, 
doesn’t go far enough in certain coun- 
ties where property taxes are already 
below 3/4 percent. 

“It’s not fair for some counties to 
get a tax reduction while others do 
not because they are already below 
the set level,” said a Cook campaign 
spokesman. “When it becomes neces- 
sary, he (Cook) will go to the people to 
modify the initiatives — the initia- 
tives are not set in stone.” 

Gov. Norman Bangerter has come 
up with his own six point tax limita- 
tion plan, which he came up with after 
deciding the tax initiatives go too far. 

Bangerter’s plan would freeze 
property taxes, provide additional 
property tax relief to senior citizens, 
prohibit state spending from growing 
faster than the population and infla- 
tion, fight to protect the 11.5 percent 
cut in income taxes enacted this year, 


limit state bonding to prevent future 
tax éncreases and work to further re- 
duce the state tax burden during the 
next four years. 

Democratic candidate Ted Wilson 
also opposes the tax initiative pro- 
posals, but he has not formally an- 
nounced a tax reduction plan of his 
own even though he has strong ideas 
on how taxes should be operated. 


Shroud debunked 
as Christ's cloth

TURIN, Italy — The Shroud of 
Turin is only about 700 years old and 
cannot be the authentic burial cloth of 
Jesus Christ as believed by millions 
over the centuries, the archbishop of 
Turin said Thursday. 

Cardinal Anastasio Ballestrero’s 
announcement that. he accepted the 
results of dating tests conducted by 
three laboratories ended a debate 
over the origin of the cloth that has 
raged for hundreds of years. 

But another mystery remains un- 
solved: how the shroud came to bear 
the image of what scientists have 
called a real human form of a whipped 
and crucified man. 

Rejecting attempts to brand the 
shroud a fake, Ballestrero stressed 
that for the Roman Catholic church, 
the linen cloth remains a venerated 
object and a powerful symbol of faith. 

“The church believes in the image 
and not in the history, because this 
image of Jesus Christ is very interest- 
ing and the people believe very much 
in Jesus,” he said. 

Ballestrero told a news conference 
at the headquarters of his archdiocese 
that carbon-14 tests by labs in the 
United States, Britain and Switzer- 
land concluded with 95 percent accu- 
racy that the shroud cannot be more 
than 728 years old, dating to between 
1260 and 1890. 

“IT see no reason for the church to 
put these results in doubt,” the cardi- 
nal said. 

The Vatican’s official newspaper 
L’Osservatore Romano did not com- 
ment on the announcement, but 
printed the text of the cardinal’s 
statement on page two. 


Vatican Radio, in reporting the 
news, said “The chapter is not 
closed,” noting that the problems of 
the image on the cloth still remain. 

Although the church has never 
claimed it as a holy relic, the shroud 
has been revered for centuries by mil- 
lions who believed it was the actual 
cloth that Christ was wrapped in after 
he died on the cross. 

Some others called it a clever 
forgery. 

The sheet — 14 feet, 3 inches long 
and 3 feet, 7 inches wide — bears a 


‘faint, yellowish negative image of the 


front and back of a man with a thorn 
mark on the head, lacerations from 
flogging on the back, and bruises on 
the shoulders. 

For years, church officials refused 
to let scientists study the cloth. 

U.S. scientists who subjected it to 
rigorous chemical, computer and pho- 
tographic analysis in 1981 concluded 
that it was “a real:‘human form of a 
whipped and crucified man and not 
the product of an artist.” 

Luigi Gonella, scientific adviser to 
the cardinal, said the American scien- 
tists found the image resulted from 
chemical changes in the linen while it 
was in contact with the body. 

Gonella said the church was partic- 
ularly angered by claims that since 
the shroud dates to medieval times it 
must be a fake. 

“A forgery means it was made for 
the specific purpose of deceiving peo- 
ple,” Gonella said. 

“This is possible but there is no 
proof of that. It could be a medieval 
icon. We don’t.even know how it was 
made.” 

Pope John Paul II gave the go- 
ahead for testing in 1986.

The nation’s. merchandise..trade 
deficit surged to $12.18 billion in August as a record flood 
of imported products swamped a continued boom in ex- 
ports, the government reported Thursday. 

The Commerce Department said the August imbalance 
was $2.7 billion higher than the July figure, which had 
been the lowest monthly deficit in 31/2 years. 

While the August figure was slightly worse than ex- 
pected, financial markets took the news in stride, unlike a 
year ago when a disappointing trade report set off a chain 
of events culminating in the Oct. 19 stock market collapse. 

The dollar tumbled briefly in hectic foreign exchange 
trading but then steadied. The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrial stocks gained more than 10 points by mid-day. 

The market reaction was in sharp contrast to a year ago, 
when the August trade report sent the Dow plunging by 
95 points, setting the stage for the record 508-point drop

Welfare system receives major overhaul 


WASHINGTON — President Reagan on Thursday signed the first major 
overhaul of the nation’s welfare system since it was created in the Great 
Depression. He said the new law is a “message of hope” to those mired in a life 
of dependency and destitution. 

But that message to welfare recipients, said the president, also contains a 
demand from the citizens who pay the bills: “That you will do your share in 
taking responsibility for your life and for the lives of the children you bring 
into this world.” 

Reagan said the best part of the new welfare plan is that it actually poses “an 
alternative to life on welfare.” 

“For too long the federal government, with the best of intentions, has 
usurped the responsiblity that appropriately lies with parents,” said Reagan 
at the signing ceremony in the Rose Garden. “In so doing, it has reinforced 
dependency and separated welfare recipients from the mainstream of soci- 
ety.”

Under the agreement reached after two years of legislative struggle, the 
government has pledged to provide training and support systems to destitute 
parents if they take steps to become independent. 


Sudan allows U.S. aid to famined South 


WASHINGTON — The Sudan has agreed to let the United States provide 
relief to its famine-ravaged southern region, and food and medical supplies 
began moving Thursday to thousands of sick and starving people, the State 
Department said. 

But there were no assurances that rebels fighting a guerrilla war with the 
government would allow the assistance to get through. They have attacked 
civilian planes and truck convoys and interfered with the International Red 
Cross’ effort to work out relief schemes, spokesman Charles E. Redman said. 

The airlift was begun after Sudanese Prime Minister Sadek el-Mahdi met in 
Khartoum with U.S. Ambassador G. Norman Anderson and Walter Bollinger, 
an official of the U.S. Agency for International Development. 

The relief plan was drawn up by a team from the State Department’s Office 
of Foreign Disaster Assistance, the Sudanese government and other donors, 
including private groups, according to a cable from the U.S. ambassador in 
Khartoum. 


Acne drug harmful to fetus, study says" 


NEW ORLEANS — The acne drug Accutane is as dangerous a cause of 
birth defects as thalidomide, causing 40 percent of women to miscarry and 25 
percent to have children with severe birth defects if taken early in pregnancy, 
a study reported Thursday. 

Thalidomide, a sedative, caused an epidemic of birth defects in Europe in 
the late 1950s and early 1960s before it was withdrawn from the market. 

Since Accutane was approved in the United States in late 1982, it has been 
linked to cases of miscarriage or birth defects in 25 states, said the author of 
the new study, Dr. Edward Lammer of the California Birth Defects Monitor- 
ing Program. 

In a presentation in New Orleans at the annual meeting of the American 
Society of Human Genetics, Lammer reported that miscarriages occurred in 
12 of 830 women studied, or 40 percent. Major birth defects occurred in 12 of 48 
women studied, or 25 percent, he said. 

“These unusually high risks are comparable to those posed by the thalido- 
mide exposure,” Lammer said.

Independent Cook relies on personal wealth for funding

The latest: gubernatorial finance re- 
ports filed Tuesday show Gov. Norm 
Bangerter ahead of Democratic chal- 


| lenger Ted Wilson in fund-raising, 


while Independent Merrill Cook has 
relied on his personal wealth for most 
of his funding. 

Funding reports filed with the 
Utah lieutenant governor’s office are 
updates from previous disclosure re- 
ports filed in July. 

The reports show Wilson having re- 
ceived $667,874.88 in campaign con- 
tributions to date. 

Karon Nielson, Wilson’s office 
manager, said, “A majority of the do- 
nations we receive come from the pri- 
vate sector and they are $50 or less. 
The other donations come from fund 
raisers and direct mail.” 

The Bangerter campaign listed to- 
tal contributions at $851,661 since 
1984. Rosell Warner, Bangerter’s fi- 
nance manager, said, “Approxi- 
mately $224,000 was raised through 
the Governor’s Ball and other Repub- 
lican Party functions.” 

Cook reported total receipts at 
$202,855 and total expenses of 
$191,034. 

Wayne NeSmith, Cook’s campaign 
coordinator, said, “Two-thirds of 
Merrill’s funds come from his explo- 
sives business, while the other one- 
ess comes from private individu- 
als.” 

Bangerter’s largest contributor 


since July has been WordPerfect 
Corp., which donated $25,000 to- 
wards his campaign. 

“We have spent $662,195 so far on 
the Wilson campaign with $296,889 
going towards media campaigning,” 
said Nielson. 

Cook, having had: less funds to 
work with, has spent approximately 
the same as Bangerter on media. 

His campaign assets include a 
$140,000 loan from his own mining- 
explosives business. - 

Nielson said, “Wilson’s largest 
campaign donations since July have 
been $30,000 from the American Fed- 
eration of State, County and Munici- 
pal Employees in Washington, D.C. 
and $22,500 from the Utah Public 
Employees Association in Murray.” 

Bangerter’s campaign listed total 
expenditures at $836,363 with 
$157,903 being spent on advertising. 
Warner said, “Since July we have 
raised $198,188 and we hope to raise 
more before the election.” 

NeSmith said, “Our largest con- 
tributors have been Merrill’s wife,

Japanese experience an identity crisis 
ina traditionally homogenous society

The struggle to become a great eco- 
nomic power has created a peculiar 
form of identity crisis in Japanese so- 
ciety, said two university educators 
Thursday. 

The professors 
spoke about diffi- 


culties within 
Japanese society 
at the Flea Market 


of Ideas sponsored 
by the BYU Hon- 
ors Department. 

According to 
Larry Shumway, 
professor in the 
Department of Humanities, Classics 
and Comparitive Literature, “Those 
who don’t fit in, run into problems. 
Japanese society is famous for homo- 
geneity; many youth are more inter- 
ested in living as they wish, and it has 
caused some loss of identity as a peo- 
ple. I sympathize with their inability 
to get along with other ideas. 

“In their social hierarchy little is 
left_to chance — everybody knows 
where they belong -»- but they’ve got 
to learn to meet other people on other 
people’s terms,” Shumway said. 


Seiji Katanuma of the Department 
of Asian and Near Eastern Lan- 
guages said America’s favorable per- 
ception of the Japanese system of ed- 
ucation is biased by interest in 
Japan’s economic invasion of the U.S. 
market. 

The reality is that the Japanese ed- 
ucational system is 
full of conflicting 
forces, he said. , 

A high percentage 
of students drop out 
of school because of 
forces that work 
against them, said 
Katanuma. Only stu- 
dents _—- graduating 
from good schools 
with good grades are hired by major 
companies, and since all grades are 
curved, very few make it. 

Citing a 1984 survey of students in 
the Sapporo, Japan, area that indi- 
cated a high dropout rate, Katanuma 
said, “Many students whose future is 
made hopeless by the grading system 
feel a consciousness of desperation 
and become rebellioius. My observa- 
tionis that, frustration. brought by. 
having no purpose is clinging to the 
students in today’s Japan,” said 
Katanuma.

In recent years, many countries of 
the world, and especially the Soviet 
Union, have increasingly opened to 
better and cheaper communication, a 
former director of the U.S. Informa- 
tion Agency told BYU students 
Thursday. 

Leonard H. Marks, who has 
worked under six U.S. presidents, 
said he was in downtown Moscow last 
week for the ribbon cutting of the first 
bookstore to sell American newspa- 
pers, magazines and books.

American pressure 
could have helped 
Holocaust victims

Public pressure from American cit- 
izens might have prevented the death 
of many victims of the Nazi Holo- 
caust, which was responsible for the 
death of millions of Jews, according to 
an expert on the subject, speaking in 
the Varsity Theater Thursday. 

Deborah Lipstadt cited one exam- 
ple where a boat full of refugees was 
turned away from American shores. 
The boat was forced to return to Eu- 
rope because President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt believed the American 
people were too opposed to Jewish 

_ refugees to allow them in. 

Lipstadt called it hypocrisy to drop 
supplies to occupied Poland as a token 
measure to an ally, but to refuse to 
help refugees leave Europe in empty 
supply ships. 

“It wasn’t anti-Semitism; it was 
just an I-don’t-care attitude,” she 
said. 

According to Lipstadt, there was a 
feeling among Americans that it had 
been a mistake for the United States 
to become involved in World War I 
earlier in the century. 

They felt that the problem in Eu- 
rope hadn’t been resolved by the war 
and didn’t want to be dragged into 
another such conflict, she said. 

Lipstadt also cited economic diffi- 
culties of the Great Depression as 
generating a feeling against immi- 
grant competition for jobs.

of America radio program into the So- 
viet Union to report events originat- 
ing there. If there is any attempt to 
suppress this correspondent, the So- 
viets know that he will be removed 
immediately, said Marks. 

The terms of the Helsinki agree- 
ment are being realized, he said. “Ev- 
eryone shall have the right to seek, 
receive and impart information re- 
gardless of frontiers, and through any 
media,” Marks said. 

The Helsinki agreement was part 
of the Helsinki Accords, which were 
formed in 1975 during a conference 
between eastern and western nations 
to discuss human rights and funda- 
mental freedoms.

“The heavy hand of censorship can 
erode these freedoms,” said Marks. 
“It is for our benefit not only to pro- 
tect them in our country but through- 
out the world.” 

Glasnost, or openness, is an at- 
tempt to open up this communication 
and it has made a lot of progress but 
there is still a long way to go, he said. 

Marks told an anecdote of a Soviet 
man who went to a doctor and asked 
for the name of an eye specialist. The 
doctor asked him what was wrong. 
The man said, “My problem is glas- 
nost — I don’t see what I hear. 

“I hope this illustrates my position 
on this point,” he said. 

Marks also discussed the advance- 
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ments in communications, such as the 
computer and the satellite that made 
information “available where it 
wasn’t and cheaper where it was.” 
The communications revolution be- 
gan on April 6, 1965, when the Com- 


‘munications Satellite Corporation of 


America sent a satellite 22,300 miles 
from earth.
